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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The newly presented claims raise new issues for consideration by requiring a device connecting at least two 
solar cells together, as opposed to the single solar cell device originally presented. The newly presented claims would require an 
additional search. 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments regarding the rejection of 
claims 1-9 have been considered but are not persuasive. The combination of Simburger et al. and Weinberg teach all of the structural 
elements recited in the instant claims. The solar cells of Simburger has input and output connection means, and the conversion system of 
Weinberg teahces the use of switches, a converter and detector to maintain the current output of the solar cell devices. It is the 
Examiner's position that the combination of Simburger et al. and Wienberg teaches all of the structural limitations recited in the instant 
claims, and the functional devices, e.g., the detector and the controller, are capable of performing the intended use recited in the claims. 
A claim containing a "recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be employed does not differentiate 
the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus" if the prior art apparatus teaches all the structural limitations of the claim. Ex parte 
Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1987) (see MPEP 21 14). 
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
